2. Reasons for Examiner's Amendment 

In the telephone interview on 4/1/2004, Mr. Bardell gave authorization for Examiner's 
Amendment to place the case (including rejoined claims 8, 9, 1 1) in condition for allowance 
(e.g., deleting the recitation of polymers in rejoined claim 1 1 in order to make the claim 
consistent with claim 1; addition of "a" before "base" in claim 1 for clarity; etc.).
